tion. The  trustees  shall  appoint  a  superintendent, 
who  shall  always  be  a  physician,  constantly  resi- 
dent at  the  hospital,  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall 
give  bonds  in  such 'sum,  and  with  such  sureties,  as 
the  trustees  shall  judge  proper,  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duties.  They  shall  also  appoint,  or 
make  provision  in  the  by-laws  for  apponuing  such 
other  officers,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  may

five,  suitable  and  discreet  freeholders  of  their  county 
or  city,  to  be  overseers  of  such  house,  who  shall

B$  Ufitrthtr  tnaeUiy  That  whenerer  STpJ^Tor'^up 
any  som  shall  ba  doo  to  the  keeper  of  a  house  of  ^'l^'lXl 
correction,  for  tho  care  and  expense  of  supporting 
and  employing  any  person  committed  as  aforesaid, 
which  shall  have  been  allowed  and  dulj  certified 
by  the  overseers,  he  shall  have  a  right  to  demand

And  he  shall 
also  keep  all  miDon  who  are  crommitted  to  prisoB 
upon  conviction  or  charge  of  any  crime,  separate 
from  those  who  are  DOtorious  offenders,  or  who 
haye  hcen  convicted  more  than  once  of  any  felonj 
or  other  infamous  crime,  as  far  as  the  construction 
and  state  of  their  respective  prisons  will  admit 
But  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  gaoler  or  keeper 
of  a  house  ol  correction  to  allow  two  prisoners, 
except  debtors,  to  occupy  the  snrue  room,  except 
for  work,  unless  the  crowded  condition  of  the  gaol 
or  house  of  correction  shall  require  it,  and  in  no 
case  shall  a  person  charged  with  a  crime  be  con- 
fined with  a  convict,  or  a  person  charged  or  con- 
victed of  an  infamous  offence  with  a  person 'charged 
or  convicted  of  an  offence  not  infamous^  except  in 
the  work  shop  while  at  labor,  or  when  assembled 
for  moral  and  religious  instruction,  at  which  times 
no  communication  shall  be  allowed  between  the 
prisoners  of  different  classes. 

Sec.  20.  Be  U Jurlhcr  enactrd,  Tliat  w  honcvcr 
the  county  commissioners,  or  ina^or  and  aldermen 
of  the  city  of  Boston,  in  their  respective  counties, 
shall  direct  specific  rations  or  articles  of  food,  soap, 
fuel,  or  other  necessaries,  to  be  furnished  for  the 
prisoners  in  any  gaol  or  house  of  correction,  by 
the  keeper  thereof,  and  said  keeper  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  furnish  the  same  accordingly,  or  shall 
wilfully,  negligently,  or  unnecessarily  cause,  or 
suffer  prisoners  of  different  descriptions  to  be  con- 
fined and  kept  together,  in  the  gaol  or  house  of 
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correction  under  bis  care,  contrary  to  the  piOTti- 
ioos  of  this  act ;  or  if  said  keeper  of  anj  gao)  or 
bouse  of  correction  shall  gire,  sell,  or  delifer,  or 
aball  knowingly  so^r  to  be  gif  en,  sold  or  deliver- 
ed to  any  person  who  has  been  committed  to  such 
gaol  or  boose  of  correction  on  mesne  process  or 
execution,  and  who  is  supported  by  bis  or  ber  cred- 
itor, or  to  any  person  charged  or  convicted  of  any 
crime  or  oQtince  against  the  Commoiuvoalili,  or  to 
any  other  person,  for  the  use  of  any  prisoner,  penalty  for  mt- 
any  spirituous  liquor,  or  mixed  liquor,  part  of  which  SS^o'S^ 
13  spirituous,  or  any  u'ine,  cider,  or  Ptrong  beer,  JjJ""*!"®"' 
unless  the  physician  who   is  authorized  to  at- 
tend upon  the  sick  in  such  prison,  shall  certify 
in  writing  that  the  health  of  such  prisoner  requires 
it,  in  i^hich  case  he  shall  be  allowed  the  quantity 
prescribed,  and  no  more  ;  said  keeper  of  such  gaol 
or  boose  of  correction,  shall  for  committing  either 
of  the  oflbnces,  the  first  time,  forfeit  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action 
of  debt,  by  any  person  who  will  sue  for  the  same, 
for  his  own  use,  in  any  court  of  common  pleas  in 
the  county,  or  by  indictment  in  said  court,  ui  which 
last  case  the  forfeiture  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the 
county.    And  for  committing  either  of  said  offen- 
ces the  second  time,  the  keeper  of  such  gaol  or

ahy  prisoner  eon6ned  therein,  he  shall  forfeit  and 
pky  for  each  ofihnce  a  ram  not  less  than  fife  nor

An  Act  rapecdng  the  FonDatkm  of  School  Discrietf. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacttd  by  the  Senate  and  House 
oj  Representatives,  in  General  Court  assembled^  and 
%  the  authority  oJ  the  same,  That,  Irom  and  after  the 
lUfoJJJnJ^  passing  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful,  in  cases  where 
^^^^  two  or  more  contiguous  school  districts,  iu  adjainiog 
towns,  aro  each,  in  their  opinion,  too  small  profit- 
ably to  sustain  schools  in  each,  for  such  districti  lo 
unite  and  forai  one  district,  haring  all  the  poweis 
and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  requirements 
and  liabilities,  which  now  are,  or  may  hereafter  be 
created  by  law,  in  regaid  to  school  districts :  pro- 
^f^^  videdf  that  in  order  to  form  such  union  of  districts, 
at  legal  meetings  called  in  each  district  for  that 
purpose,  a  majority  of  the  voters  in  the  district, 
present  and  voting;  on  the  subject,  shall  determine 
to  unite ;  and  upon  such  votes  being  certified  by 
the  clerk,  to  t[ie  town  clerk  of  encli  town,  at  legal 
town  meetings  called  for  the  purpose,  a  mnjority  of 
the  voters  in  each  town,  piesent  and  voting,  shall 
determine  to  permit  such  union.  Provided^  o/so, 
that  whenever  the  numbers  shall  have  increased  in 
such  united  district,  so  that  a  majority  of  the  ?oter8, 
present  at  any  legal  meeting  called  for  the  purpose, 
and  voting  on  the  sulject,  shall  deem  it  expedient 
to  separate,  and  again  form  two  or  more  districts,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  them  so  to  do,  first  obtaining  the 
consent  of  the  respective  towns,  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  required  for  uniting  them  as  aforesaid. 
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Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  first/teiMiv 
meeting  of  aoch  united  district  aball  be  called  in 
such  manner  as  maj  be  agreed  upon  by  the  mpec- 
tivtt  districtSy  at  the  time  of  formiiig  the  union ;  and 
at  that  meeting,  the  manner  of  calling  future  meet- 
ings shall  be  determined  bj  a  majority  of  the  voteiSi 
present  and  TOttng  on  the  subject,  and  shall  con- 
tinue, until  a  different  manner  shall  be  prescribed 
by  iho  district,  at  a  legal  meeting  called  for  the  pur- 
pose. And  it  bhail  be  ihe  duty  of  such  district,  at 
the  first  meeting,  and  annually  tliereuftervvardd,  to 
choose  a  prudential  committee,  who  shall  receive 
and  expend  the  moiuy  raised  and  appropriated  for 
said  dislrict,  in  each  town,  and  generally  possess  all 
the  powers,  and  discharge  all  the  duties  prescribed 
by  law  to  be  possessed  and  discharged  by  prudential 
committees. 

Sec*  3.  BeUJurUur  enaetedf  That  all  monies  Moru^joted  to 
which  may  be  voted  to  be  raised  by  such  united  dis-  ^  mtmi. 
trict,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  of 
the  Commonwealth,  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  polU 
and  estates  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  district,  and 
collected  in  the  same  manner  that  other  taxes  are 
assessed  and  Collected.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  jnliyl)itants  of  such  district,  at  the  time  of  voting 
to  raise  such  monies,  to  determine  what  proportion 
shall  be  paid  by  the  inhabitants  of  each  town  re- 
spectively,  in  proportion  to  their  polls  and  estates ; 
and  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  district  to  certify 
such  YOte  to  the  assessors  of  each  town  respectively. 

Sec.  4.  Beit  further  enaeUd,  That  the  school  YSSmi^ 
committees  of  the  towns  from  which  such  united 
district  is  formed,  shall  discharge  the  duties  of 
school  committees  toward  the  same,  in  alternate 
years,  commencing,  from  the  time  of  union,  with  the 
most  ancient  town. 
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ArtrfMW  .  Sec.  6.  Be  U  farther  enacted.  That  the  fifteenth 
Mtioo  <if  the  aet  of  6fie  thousand  eight  himdrod 
and  twenty-sii,  chapter  one  hnndfed  and  forty- 
throe,  be  80  Ihr  amended  as  that  the  selectmen  of 
any  town  shall  have  the  power  therein  gi?en,  on  the 
applfeatkm,  in  the  ease  provided  for,  of  five  or  more 
of  the  legal  toters  of  any  school  district  in  said 
town. 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  furiher  enacted,  That  tlie  sixteenth 
section  of  the  last  named  act  be  so  far  amended,  as 
that  the  selectmen  and  inhabitants  of  any  tow  n  shall 
have  the  power  therein  given,  on  the  written  appli- 
cation of  any  five  inhabitants  of  a  school  district  in 
said  town,  who  pay  taxes.

conductor,  wherein  shall  be  set  forth  the  name  or 
names  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  said  boat 
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which  he  conducts,  the  oame  of  the  place  to  wbic|i 
such  boat  is  destined  ;  the  weight  of  the  respective 
articles  laden  on  board  such  hofit ;  therein  distia- 
guishiiig  each  article  as  to  quantity  or  weighty  ac^ 
cording  to  the  amoont  of  toU  which  the  saqne  is  li- 
able to  paj. 

Sec.  S.  Be  it fvr^er  enaetedf  That  if  aojr  con-  Penalty  forMg 
doctor  or  master  of  aof  boat  shall  neglect  or  refuse  ^^&&t 
to  make  and  exhibit  such  certificate,  as  ts  hereinbe- 
fore required,  liu  sfmll  Ibrluit  and  pay  to  I  he  prof^ri- 
etors  of  such  canal  ilie  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ; 
and  if  the  roaster  or  coiiducior  of  any  boat  shall 
knowingly,  and  with  intent  to  defraud  suid  proprie- 
tors of  toils,  make  any  false  certificate  of  the  kind  or 
quantity  of  goods,  wares,  or  merchandize,  laden  on 
board  any  boat,  such  conductor  or  master  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  to  the  proprietors  of  rach  canal  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollarB ;  aod  if  any  owner  of  any     ^  ^ 
boat,  or  any  agent  for  such  owner,  or  any  other  per- 
son,  shall  knowingly,  and  l^ith  intent  to  defraud 
said  proprietors  of  tolls,  make,  or  cause  to  be  made, 
any  false  statement  of  the  quantity  or  quality  of 
good^,  wares,  or  merchandize,  laden,  or  to  be  laden 
on  board  auy  boat  used  on  said  canal,  each  owner, 
a^ent,  or  other  person,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said 
proprietors  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars.  And 
the  said  penalties  shall  be  recoverable  in  an  action 
of  the  case  in  the  name  of  the  said  proprietors,  and 
to  their  use,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  3*    Be  it  Jurther  enactedj  That  whenever  c  ollcctor  may 
any  collector  of  tolls  on  any  canal  shall  think  pro-  ora^||^>i^'K 
per  to  have  the  loading  of  any  boat  weighed,  to  as-  "'^''^ 
certain  the  amount  of  toll  payable  for  such  loading, 
he  shall  have  the  right  to  detain  such  boat,  and 
cause  the  goods,  wares  and  merchandize  laden  on 
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board  of  her,  to  be  weighed ;  and  if  it  shall  be  there-

by  the  name  oi  Marshpee,  with  all  the  powers  and 
privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabili- 
ties herein  provided,  and  necessary  to  carry  mto 
full  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  %   Be  ii  fwriker  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  Governor  ud 

•»  council  to  ap> 

the  duty  of  the  governor,  hy  and  with  the  advice  g^<=o— 
and  consent  of  the  council,  to  appoint  one  able  and 
discreet  person,  resident  in  the  county  of  Barnsta- 
ble, and  in  the  vicinity  of  said  district,  to  be  a  com- 
missioner ot  Marshpee,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for 
the  term  of  three  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by 
the  [governor  and  council.  And  the  governor  and 
council  shall  fill  all  vacancies  wliich  shall  happen 
in  said  oftice  by  death,  resignation,  expiration  of 
said  term  or  otherwise.

And  no  person  shall  have  a 
right  to  vote  in  tiie  aflairs  of  any  territorial  parish, 
until  he  shall  have  been  a  meniUer  thereof  for  the 
term  of  six  months. 
■  Totedto  Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  several 
parishes  and  incorporated  religious  societies  are 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  all  sums  of  money,  by 
them  legally  voted  to  be  raised  for  the  support  of 
public  worship,  or  for  other  lawful  parish  charges, 
to  be  assessed  on  the  polls  and  estates  of  all  the 
members  thereof,  in  the  same  manner  and  propor- 
tion as  state,  county,  or  town  taxes,  are  or  shall  be 
by  law  assessed  :  provided^  that  nothing  in  this 
act  coutaiued,  shall  he  construed  to  enlarge  or 
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diminish  the  powers  of  taxation,  enjojed  by  any

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  in  case  any  Power  to  mm- 
donation,  gift  or  grant,  shall  hereafter  be  made  to 
any  unincorporated  religious  society,  such  society 
shall  have  like  power  to  manage,  use,  and  improve 
the  same,  according  to  the  terms  and  conditions 
on  which' the  same  may  be  made,  as  incorporated 
locieties  now  have,  or  may  hereafter  have  by  law ; 
to  elect  suitable  trustees,  agents  or  officers  there- 
for, and  to  proaccutc  and  sue,  for  any  right  which 
may  vest  in  such  society,  in  consequence  of  such 
donation,  gift  or  grant.

Ajid  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  within  the  county  in  which  any  parish  or  re- 
ligioos  society  may  be,  which  is  not  organized, 
agreeably  to  said  acts,  is  hereby  authorized,  upon 
application  in  writing  therefor,  !)>  any  tea  or  more 
of  the  lefjal  voters  thereof,  to  issue  liis  u  ui  rant  lor 
callinf^  the  hrst  meeting  of  the  snme.  And  such  Fir»t meeiini;. 
justice  shall  insert  in  his  warrant  the  objects  of  such 
meeting,  and  shall  direct  the  same  to  some  one  of 
such  applicants,  requiring  him  to  notify  and  warn  the 
legal  voters  of  such  pariih  or  religious  society,  to 
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meet  at  such  tune  and  place  as  sliali  be  appointed  ia 
such  warrant ;  andupoa  due  return  thereof,  such  jus- 
tice shall  preside  at  such  meeimg,  for  the  choice  and 
qualification  of  a  clerk,  whu  shall  enters  at  Urge, 
upon  the  records  of  such  parish  or  religious  societj, 
the  proceedings  had  in  the  organization  thereof.

Be  il  further  enacted,  That  any  pariah 
or  religious  society,  organized  agreea!)!  v  to  the  pro- 
visions herein  contained,  shall  have  all  the  powers 
and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  lia- 
bilities  and  requirements  which  incorporated  parishes 
not  territorial  now  have,  or  are  subjected  to^  or  may 
hereafter  have  or  be  subjected  to  by  the  general  kiws 
of  this  Commonwealth,  with  power  to  have,  hold, 
manage  and  improve,  so  much  estate,  real  or  person- 
al, as  may  be  necessary  for  the  appropriate  objects 
of  such  organization  and  no  more  :  provided,  that  all 
the  powers  derived  from  any  such  organization,  may 
at  any  tiiin^  be  revoked  l>v  the  lci:;i^lature.

Ao  Act  for  the  Maintenance  of  Pounds,  and  con- 
cerning the  impounding  of  Cattle. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Rqpresentaiive$t  in  General  Court  assemhtedf  and 
IZSi^!^    ^  ^  atitftort^y     the  same.  That  there  shall  be 
mA*mn,  \     provided  and  maintained  in  each  town,  at  its  pro- 
per cost  and  chai^ics,  a  sufficient  pound  or  pounds, 
in  fiucb  plncc  or  places  therein  as  ihc  town  shall 
direct  or  h;ive  directed  ;  and  each  town  shall,  also, 
annually  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  keep  each 
pound,  wherein  swine,  sheep,  hor?o?,  af?ses,  mules, 
'   goats  and  neat  cattle  may  be  restrained  and  kept, 
for  the  causes  hereinafter  mentioned ;  and  any 
town  that  shall  neglect  to  provide  or  maintain  such 
poand,  for  the  space  of  three  months,  ahall  forfeit 
and  paj  to  the  use  of  the  county  in  which  such 
town  ia  situated,  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by 
indictment  in  any  court  competent  to  try  the  same. 
bSiotfor  2-  J^rther  enaetedt  That  all  pounds 

or>2IIi''*°*^  which  are  at  present  maintained  by  any  town, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  pounds  within  the  mean- 
ing of  this  act  until  others  shall  be  provided  in 
their  stead,  except  that  towns  shall  he  liable  to 
indictment  and  forfeiture  as  aforesaid,  for  the  in- 
sufficiency thereof ;  and  all  pound-keepers  and 
field  drivers  heretofore  legally  appointed  or  cho- 
sen shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  others 
shall  be  chosen  and  sworn  in  their  stead.

common  and  unimproved  lands,  and  not  under  the 
care  of  a  keeper,  and  restrain  them  in  either  of 
the  pounds  in  such  town,  until  the  owner  shall 
pay  for  the  use  of  the  field  driver,  fifty  cents  per 
head  for  all  such  horses,  asses,  mules  or  neat  cat-

Sec.  1.    Be    enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives^  in  General  Court  assembled,  and 
PimoMiMwpo-  ay  thorny  of  the  same,  That  William  Wright, 

Abraham  A.  Dame,  their  assocmtes and  successors, 
are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  by  the  oame 
of  the  South  Wharf  Cor{>oration,  and  as  such  shall 
have  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  be  snbject 
to  all  the  restrictions  and  limitations  contained  m 
the  eighty*third  chapter  ci  the  statutes  of  eighteen  ^ 
hundred  and  thirty-three ;  and  said  corporation  may  ^ 
hold  real  estate  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  ia 
▼alue  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  personal 
estate  not  exctiediog  in  value  thirty  thousand  dollars. 
£dT^^^!!^  Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  corpo- 
MiiaiDi«iid,&c.  ration  shall  have  authority  to  |)urchase,  hold  and 
possess,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  any  part  of,  or 
all  the  land,  wharves  and  docks,  lying  upon  the 
easterly  side  of  Sea  street,  near  the  end  of  the  free 
bridge,  in  Boston,  and  extending  therefrom  north- 
erly not  more  than  six  hundred  feet,-^nd  also,  such 
quantity  of  land  and  flats  lying  upon  the  opposite 
side  of  said  street,  as  said  corporation  shall  acquire 
by  purchase  of  the  rightful  and  lawful  owners :  pro- 
vided, the  whole  quantity  so  purchased  shall  not  ex- 
ceed four  hundred  thousand  square  feet.

deemed  gntttyflfyifiiiQ  of  such  emplojment,  receive  or  take  into 
bis  possession  any  chattel,  money,  or  yaluable 
security,  for  or  in  the  name  or  on  the  account  of 
his  master,  and  shall  fraudulently  embezzle  the 
same,  or  any  part  thereof,  every  such  offender  shall

on  spars,  thirty  cents  per  ton  of  forty  cubic  feet ;  on 
pine  plank  and  boards,  thhrty  cents  per  thousand, 
board  measure ;  on  oak  plank  and  boards,  sixty  cents 
per  thousand,  board  measure ;  on  ash,  and  other  hard 
stuff,  forty  cents  per  thousand,  board  measure ,  on 
posts  and  rails,  fifteen  cents  per  hiiiidK d  ;  lui  tree- 
nails, thirty  cents  per  thousand:  on  iiop-poles,  twen- 
ty cents  per  thousand ;  on  hard  wood,  twenty  cents 
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per  cord ;  on  pine  wood,  sixteen  cents  per  cord;  on 
bark,  twenty  cents  per  cord;  on  white  oak  pipe 

staves,  one  dollar  per  thousand ;  on  red  oak  pipe 
staves,  sixtj -seven  ceuts  per  tliousaiid;  on  white  oak 
hojjshead  staves,  sixty  cents  per  thousand  ;  on  red 
oak  hogshead  staves,  forty  cents  per  thousand ;  on 
while  oak  harrel  staves,  thirty  cents  per  thousand; 
on  red  oak  barrel  staves,  twenty  cents  per  thousand ; 
on  hogshead  hoops,  sixteen  cents  per  thousand ;  on

are  cnnniioniy  called  the  neck  lands,  in  said  city: 
pravukd,  also,  that  nothing  in  this  act  stiall  in  any 
way  affect  that  part  of  the  said  city  called  South 
Boston,  or  repeal  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  exist- 
ing law  relative  to  the  erection  of  buildings  in  that 
place :  and,  provided^  furriery  that  that  part  of  the 
said  city  of  Boston,  known  by  the  name  of  East 
Boston,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  rights  and  priv- 
ileges as  to  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings,  which 
now  belong  to  that  part  of  said  city  called  South 
Boston. 

tadij.  Sei  .  3.     Be  it  further  enacted,  That,  if  any  per- 

son or  j)ersons  shall  violate  ihe  provisions  of  this  act. 
such  person  or  persons,  on  conviction  thereof,  in  any 
court  competent  to  try  the  same,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  for  every  such  offence,  a  sum  not  less  than  fifty, 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  shaU  be  lia- 
ble to  a  like  prosecution  and  penalty  for  each  and 
every  year  after  such  convictbn,  undl  such  building 
or  buildings,  erected  contrary  to  the  provisions  afore- 
said, shall  be  removed  or  made  to  conform  thereto ;

district,  and  of  each  and  every  justice  of  the  peace 
living  ill  said  city,  tow  n  or  district,  aiui  uf  the  sheriff 
of  the  countv  or  any  or  either  of  his  deputies,  forth- 
with to  1:0  aiiKing  said  persons,  so  unlawfully  assem- 
bled, or  as  near  to  them  as  safely  may  be,  and  in  the 
name  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  command  them  im- 
MdNj 4to  wS  o^ediateiy  and  peaceably  to  disperse ;  and  if  the  per- 
sons so  assembled  do  not  immediately  disperse,  the 
magbtrates  and  officers  aforesaid,  are,  and  each  of 
them  is,  hereby  authorized  to  seize  the  persons  so 
assembled,  and  to  keep  them  in  custody,  to  be  pro-

lars  for  every  offence,  to  be  recovered  by  indictments 
in  any  court  competent  to  try  the  same. 

Sec,  3,  Be  itjuriher  enacted^  That,  if  any  persons  Penom  refatiof , 
so  assembled  as  aforesaid,  after  command  given  to  £p«MiiA« 
them  to  disperse  as  above  is  provided,  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  disperse  without  unnecessary  delay,  any 
two  of  the  magistrates  or  oflicers  aforesaid  may  re- 
quire the  aid  of  a  sufficient  number  of  persons  in  arms 
or  othervvis(\  and  may  proceed  to  take  such  mea- 
sures as  in  the  judgment  of  such  two  magistrates  or 
officers  are  expedient,  to  disperse  said  tumultuous 
assembly,  and  to  seize  and  secure  the 'persons  com- 
posing the  same;  and  if  any  such  persons,  or  any  other

persons  thea  being  present,  as  spectatm  <xr  other- 
wise, shall  be  killed  or  wounded  by  reason  of  the  ef- 
forts so  made  by  direction  of  any  such  two  magistrates 

or  officers,  to  disperse  said  assembly,  and  to  seize  the 
persons  composing  the  same,  the  said  magistrates  and 
officers,  and  all  persons  acting;  by  or  under  their  or- 
ders and  directions,  shall  be  held  guiltless  and  justified 
in  law ;  but  if  said  magistrates  and  officers,  or  either 
of  them,  or  any  persons  acting  under  their  orders 
and  directions,  shall  be  killed  or  wounded,  the  said 
persons  so  tumultuously  and  riotously  assembled,  shall 
be  held  answerable  therefor.

extend  his  wharf  from  his  owd  laud  (the  same  dow 
being  twenty-two  feet  in  width)  in  the  same  direc- 
tion and  width  that  it  now  is,  three  hundred  feet 
Auther  into  the  harbor,  to  terminate  with  a  T  seven- 
tjo-five  fset  in  length  at  the  end,  with  liberty  to 

nbriM  Brihmy.  bnild  a  Marine  Raihrajr  serenty^fife  feet  wide,  to 
extend  the  whole  length  of  said  wharf,  four  hundred 
feet  from  the  shore  on  his  own  land  :  Profnded,  that 
this  grant  sJiall  in  no  wise  interfere  with  the  legal 
rights  of  any  other  person  or  persons  whatsoever.

Be  it  enaded  by  the  Senate  and  Howe  of 
Represenkitiioes^  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by 
ike  au^unity  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.    The  inliabitants  of  the  town  of  Lowell,  TiUo, geuerai

rated,  in  this  Commonwealth,  shall  continue  to  be 
one  body  politic,  under  the  style  and  denomination 
of  the  City  of  Lowell,  and  as  such  shall  have,  ex- 
ercise and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  immunities,  powers 
and  privileges,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties 
and  obligations  now  incumbent  upon,  and  appertain- 
ing  to  said  town — and  the  administration  of  all  the 
fiscal,  piudential  and  mmiicipal  concerns  of  the  city, 
with  the  conduct  and  government  thereof,  shall  he 
vested  in  one  principal  oliticcr,  to  be  styled  the 
Mayor,  one  select  council,  consisting  of  six  persons, 
to  be  denominated  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  one 
council,  to  consist  of  twenty-four  persons,  to  be  de- 
nominated the  Common  Council,  together  with  such 
other  boards  of  officers  as  are  hereinafter  specified.

The  persons  elected  to  constitute  the 
school  committee,  shall  enter  upon  their  duties  on 
the  first  Monday  of  Aprii  in  each  year,  and  shali  bold 
their  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  time 
of  their  so  entering  upon  said  daties ;  and  tbejBlull 
hare  the  same  powers,  and  perform  the  same  duties 
as  are  by  law  vested  in,  and  i  t  (|iiitfc;d  of  the  school 
committees  of  towns  and  school  districts  io  this 
Commonwealth. 

Sfic.  13.  All  boards  and  officers,  acting  under 
the  authority  of  the  city,  and  entrusted  with  the  le* 
ceipt  and.  expenditure  of  public  money,  shall  be  ac- 
countable therefor  to  the  city  council,  in  such  man- 
ner as  they  may  direct.  And  the  city  council  shall 
publish  and  distribute,  annually,  for  the  information 
of  the  citizens,  a  parlic»ilar  statement  of  the  rereipts 
and  expenditures  of  all  public  moneys,  and  a  particu- 
lar statement  of  c  ity  property,  five  days  at  least, prior 
to  the  first  Monday  in  February. 

Sxc«  14.  In  all  cases  in  which  appointments  to 
office  are  directed  to  be  made  by  the  mayor  and  al« 
dermen,  the  mayor  shall  have  exclusive  power  of 
nomination ;  such  noniination,  however,  bein^  sub- 
ject to  be  confirmed  or  rejected  l)y  the  board  of  al- 
dermen :  Provided^  however  ,  that  no  person  shall  he 
eligible  to  any  office,  the  salary  of  which  is  jnyaUe 
out  of  the  city  treasury,  who  at  the  time  of  his  ap- 
pointment, shall  be  a  member  of  the  city  council. 

Sec.  15.  The  two  branches  of  the  city  cooncil. 
on  the  second  Monday  of  October,  in  each  year, 
shall  meet  iu  convention,  and  determine  the  nunihtif 
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of  representatives,  which  it  may  be  expedient  for 
the  city  to  elect  to  the  general  court  in  such  year, 
and  shall  publish  such  determination,  which  shall  be 
ooiichi8i?e,  and  tbe.  number  thus  determined,  shall 
be  specified  in  the  warrant  calling  the  meeting  for 
such  election  of  representatives. 

Sec*  16.    The  inhabitants  of  the  city  qualified  as  wanU. 
aforesaid,  in  ay,  at  any  meeting  legally  called  for  that 
purpose,  order  ri  division  of  the  town  into  six  wards, 
in  such  manuer,  as  to  include  an  equal  number  of  in^ 
habitants  in  each  ward*  as  nearly  as  conveniently 
may  be,  consistentJj  with  well  defined  limits  to  each 
ward,  inclnding  in  such  computation  of  numbers  of 
inhabitants,  persons  of  all  descriptions,  and  taking 
the  last  census  made  under  the  authority  of  the  Uni- 
ti  d  States,  this  Commonwealth,  or  of  the  city,  as  a 
hasi^i  of  computation  :  Provuitd,  however,  that  not 
more  than  two  meetings  for  that  purpose  shall  be 
holden  In  any  one  year.    And  after  said  division  into 
wards,  the  same  shall  not  be  altered  excepting  by 
the  city  council  once  in  five  years,  in  such  manner, 
as  to  preserve  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number 
of  inhabitants  in  each  ward. 

Sec.  17.    Prior  to  every  election  of  city  officers,  Lkuof  ?oiafc 
or  of  any  officer  or  officers  under  the  government 
of  the  United  States,  or  this  Commonwealtli,  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  shall  make  out  lists  of  ail  the 
dtizens  of  each  waid,  qualified  to  vote  in  such  elec- 
tion, in  the  manner  in  which  selectmen  and  assess- 
ors of  towns  are  required  to  make  out  similar  lists  of 
voters,  and  for  that  purpose  they  shall  have  free 
access  to  the  assessors"  books  and  lists,  and  be  enti- 
tled to  the  aid  and  assistance  cf  all  assessors,  assist- 
ant assessors,  and  other  officers  of  the  city.    And  the

Sec.  18.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  inhabhanta 
.  of  the  city,  for  election  of  officers,  in  their  several 
wards,  the  persons  authorized  to  issue  a  warrant  for 
said  meeting,  may  dcsii^aaie  some  suitable  peri>oii  to 
preside  at  each  ward  meeting,  until  the  clerk  of  the 
ward  shall  be  chosen  and  qualihed ;  and  the  person 
so  presiding  shall  receive,  sort,  count  and  declare  tlie 
votes  given  for  such  clerk,  in  open  ward  meetings 
and  the  person  having  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
given,  shall  be  declared  elected,  and  such  presiding 
officer  shall  record  the  state  of  the  votes  in  a  book, 
to  be  kef)t  by  the  ward  for  that  purpose. 
YTtdeatnA  Sec,  19.  On  the  last  Monday  of  February,  ia 
each  jear,  the  citizens  of  the  city,  qualified  to  vote 
in  city  afiairs,  shall  meet  together,  within  their  res- 
pective wafds,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  may  in  thehr  warrant  direct,  and  the 
citizens  shall  then  choose  by  ballot,  one  warden  and 
one  clerk,  who  shall  hold  their  ofiices  for  one  year, 
or  until  others  shall  be  appointed  in  their  stead. 
And  such  wardens  shall  have  the  same  powers  as 
moderators  of  town  meetings.  And  such  clerks 
shall  make  a  fair  and  true  record,  and  keep  an  ex-

And  the  warden,  clerk  and 
inepectofs,  so  chosen,  shall  respectively  be  under 
oath  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  their 
several  (liitics  relative  to  all  elections;  which  oath 
may  be  adaiinisiered  by  the  clerk  of  such  ward  to 
the  warden,  and  by  the  latter  to  the  clerk  and  in- 
spectors, or  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Middlesex.

The  annual  election  of  oliiccrs  of  the 
town  of  Lo\\  ell,  in  the  months  of  March  and  April, 
in  the  year  eigiiteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  shall  be 
suspended.  And  all  oiliccrs,  now  in  oiHce,  shall 
hold  their  places  until  this  act  shall  go  iqto  opera- 
tion. 

Skc*  25*  All  officers  of  the  town  of  Lowell,  hav- 
ing the  care  and  custody  of  any  records,  papers,  or 
prupt^rty,  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  city  clerk 
within  two  days  after  his  entering  upon  the  duties 

of  his  office. 

Sec.  26.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent 
with,  or  repugnant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed ;  but  nothing 
in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed,  as  to  restrain  or 
prevent  the  legislature  from  amending  or  altering  the 
same  whenever  they  shall  deem  it  expedient. 

Sec.  27.  This  act  shall  be  void  unless  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  tuvvii  of  Lowell,  at  a  legal  town  meet- 
ing, called  for  that  purpose,  shall,  bv  a  majority  of 
the  voters  present,  and  voting  thereon  by  a  written 
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fotef  dstenDinB  to  ado|Pt  iJm  luns  wilkui  ftwtwi 
dajs  after  the  pessiog  of  diii  aeU

An  Act  to  iDcorporate  the    Northampton  Piper 

Mills." 

Be     enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hum  of 

Representatives i  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  6j 
ike  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  J.  Hunt  Butler,  Charles  E.  Forbes, 
Samuel  F.  Lyman,  their  associates  and  successors, 
are  hereby  made  a  manufacturiDg  corporation,  by  the 
name  of  the  Northampton  Paper  Mills,"  for  the 
purpose  of  manufacturing  paper,  in  the  tows  fi 
Northampton,  in  the  county  of  Hampshire ;  asd  hr 
this  purpose,  shall  have  all  the  powers  aod  privilegeii 
and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  iind  lia- 
bilities set  forth  in  the  thirty-eighth  and  fortv-kuiu 
chapters  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  passed  ou  the 
fourth  day  of  November,  io  the  jear  one  thousavl 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-five. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  corporation  may  hold,  fiv  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  real  estate  to  the  amouot  d 
twenty-fiire  thousand  dollars,  and  the  whole  capital 
stock  of  said  corjKn  atioii  shall  not  exceed  the  aaiouiii 
of  seveuty-five  thousaud  dollars.

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CHAP.  CXX3C 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  Fisheiy  ia  Palmer's  River. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

Sec*  1.  From  aod  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  PnvfljpBi^b* 
DO  person,  except  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  shall 
take  shad  or  alewives,  with  seines,  or  in  nets,  in  Pal- 
mer^s  River,  in  the  town  of  Swansej,  in  the  county 
of  Bristol,  from  the  first  day  of  April,  to  the  twen-
